TWO NEW DÍDICTMESTS! 


Are SmM to Have Been Pvepwred by 
tbe Cronin «r&nd Jury—Oan 
Burke be Betamed? 


CraoAGO, June 27.—It is reported that 
the grand jury has prepared two fresh 
indictments, and that they will be pre- 
sented in court shortly. The names are 
suppressed. 


John F. Beggs, the senior guardian of 
Camp No. 20, is looked up at the 
armory. 


A morning paper says that Patrick 
Cooney is in Chicago, and that he has 
been seen on the north side within the 
past twenty-four hours. 


The grand jury this morning issued a 
subpeona duces tecum on Schwartz, 
Dupee & Co., stock brokers, for the 
books of the firm, contemning all the 
accounts of Alexander Sullivan's deal- 
ing with them. It has been found im- 
possible, so far, by the grand jury to 
leam what disposition was made by Sul- 
livan of the money he drew from J. T. 
Lester & Co. 


The grand jury are evidently trying 
to verify, if possible, the charges made 


Dr. Cronin that Sullivan sqaundered 
the money of the organization. 
OfiScer 
Hiatt this morning took a new witness 
before the grand jury. 
He would al- 
low no one to see him and refused to 
give any history as to his prisoner's 
identity. 
That the man was a prisoner 
was very evident. 


It is thought that the grand jury is 
about ready to return an omnibus in- 
dictment and that before many hours 
wholesale arrests and the most sensa-;
